Forbes was fourth behind 
former Goy. Lamar Alexander, who 
quit the race last week. 

Leading GOP officials and activists 
tried to help Dole clear the field. 

“Now is the time to unite behind 
our candidate because we are going 
to have a tough election in 


November,” said Jeb Bush, son of 
the former president and a prominent 
Florida Republican. 

“Bob Dole is going to be the nomi- 
nee,” said Christian Coalition execu- 
tive director Ralph Reed. 

Dolé’s victories were lopsided-and 
he clearly hoped Buchanan and 
Forbes would get the voters’ mes- 
sage. 

Dole predicted he would clinch the 
nomination next Tuesday after pri- 
mary elections in Illinois, Ohio, 
Michigan and Wisconsin.

Y extends probation period; 
shorts allowed this summer

The President’s Council is continu- 
ing its efforts to motivate students to 
comply with the Honor Code’s dress 
standards by extending the probation- 
ary period for wearing shorts through 


Summer Term 1996. The privilege of 


wearing shorts was originally placed 
on probation for Winter Semester 
1996. 

Students will no longer be allowed 
to-wear shorts on campus if the coun- 
cil finds that students are not abiding 
by the Honor Code at the end of the 
summer term. 

“The President’s Council never 
wanted to take away the privilege but 
we can’t continue to tolerate this bla- 
tant violation,” said Student Life Vice 
President Alton Wade. “Our hope is 
that students will respond in a posi- 
tive way so we won't have to take 
away the privilege.” 

In a statement issued by the 
President’s Council, President 
Spencer W. Kimball was quoted say- 
ing, “In this institution, students and 
faculty commit themselves explicitly 
to abide by a code of conduct (Honor 
Code) which includes both living by 
the moral precepts of the gospel and 
conforming to a dress and grooming 
code. 

“Some purport to accept the moral 
standards as important and denigrate 
the other as trivial and as intruding on 
their freedom of choice. These people 
fundamentally misperceive the ques- 
tion which is not whether the dress 
and grooming code is wise, but 
whether they should consider them- 
selves bound by a promise. It is not 
that such a code is forced upon any- 
one. ... But once having elected to 
come here and to participate in this 
community with its special calling to 
represent the church and its highest 
standards, you must not compromise 
your integrity by promising what you 


will not do. By taking covenants 
lightly you wound your eternal self.” 

“T hope that every student on cam- 
pus will seriously read President 
Kimball’s statement and again evalu- 
ate their own personal honor and rec- 
ognize that it is an issue of honor,” 
Wade said. 

Rather than discontinue the shorts 
privilege immediately, the President’s 
Council first decided to give the situa- 
tion back to the Student Advisory 
Council who originally requested the 
ability. to wear shorts on campus five 
years ago. SAC and BYUSA pro- 
posed that the privilege be continued 


— committing themselves that as stu- , 


dent leaders they would do everything 
they could to educate and promote the 
Honor Code to the student body. The 
council then determined to put the 
shorts privilege on probation through 
summer 1996. 


“We think it’s a great privilege,” | 


said BYUSA President Wesley 


McDougal. 

“Tt puts the burden of responsibility 
on the students where it should be. It 
says to the students, ‘It’s your deci- 
sion’ —— becoming a question of per- 
sonal integrity. Either we’re going to 
do it or we’re not going to do it,” he 
said. 

The council, comprised of President 
Bateman, Provost Bruce Hafen and 
five BYU vice presidents, hopes that 
students will not need to be reminded 
where their knee is, Wade said. 

The shorts privilege has been 
described as a failed experiment, 
Students not taking the Honor Code 
seriously enough and the current 
styles, particularly in women’s fash- 
ions, have caused an increase in dress 
standard violations, Wade said. 


The council has asked that students 


in violation of the dress and grooming 
standards be denied service from any 
of the service units on campus and 
that they be referred to the Honor 
Code Council.

Strike leaves General Motors workers idle 


DAYTON, Ohio — Two more General Motors plants were forced to shut 
down Tuesday because a strike at two Dayton factories is choking off the sup- 


» Ply of basic parts. 


More than 60,000 workers have been idled. 

The automaker said it has plenty of cars left to sell, although analysts cau- 
tioned that the world’s largest automaker could lose millions of dollars if the 
strike continues. 

No new talks were scheduled Tuesday in the eight-day walkout at the two 
Delphi Chassis Systems brake plants in Dayton. 

GM’s assembly plants at Arlington, Texas, and Linden, N.J., halted produc- 
tion Tuesday, affecting about 4,000 additional workers. 

They are the 16th and 17th North American assembly closed since 3,000 
members of United Auto Workers Local 696 walked off the job at Delphi 
Chassis on March 5S. 

GM also has been forced to shut nine parts plants and limit production at 22 
others. 

The workers at the two Dayton plants struck over safety and job security. The 
major issue in the dispute is outsourcing, the production of parts by outside 
plants or companies. 


Victim of errant golf shot sues for $3 million 


NEW YORK — An investment banker who took a golf ball between the eyes 
during a company outing is we a colleague for $3 million. 

James Henn, who doesn’t play golf, was knocked unconscious in 1993 as he 
sipped a drink 15 to 20 ‘hate away on the patio at the Rockaway Hunting Club 
in Lawrence, said his lawyer, Alan Schnurmann. The errant shot “certainly 
could have killed him,” Schnurmann said. 

Henn, 29, is suing Alan Greco, 33, a senior vice president and bond trader at 
Lehman Brothers. 

Greco’s lawyer, Charles Borsetti, said his client, then a novice golfer, can’t be 
held responsible: “When it comes to golf cases, the law is clear: Errant golf 
shots are not negligent.” 

At a hearing Monday, Justice Beverly Cohen said Greco might be at fault 
because of his unskilled play and his failure to yell “Fore!” until it was too late.

NASHUA, N.H. — A dog named Lyric remembered her training Tuesday, 
using a preprogrammed telephone to call for help after her owner’s oxygen 
mask came loose. 

Judi Bayly, who sleeps with an oxygen mask on because of a breathing disor- 
der, said she could have died if her Irish setter had not been there. 

“T feel like if my husband’s away I’ve got some kind of guardian angel sleep- 
ing on my bed with me, even if it’s red with a fur coat,” she said. 

When Bayly’s oxygen alarm sounded early Tuesday, Lyric failed to rouse her. 
Lyric then knocked the receiver off a telephone, and bumped a speed-dial but- 
ton on the phone three times to dial 911. Several buttons on the phone are pro- 
grammed for the same number, so she doesn’t have to be able to choose just 
one. 

“Tt’s amazing,” said Charlene Hall, a dispatcher at Nashua Fire Rescue. 


World leaders to meet at Egypt peace summit 


SHARM EL-SHEIK, Egypt — World leaders came to this resort, built by 
Egypt’s one-time Israeli enemies, for an anti-terrorism summit that President 
Clinton said Tuesday would find “ways to combat those who seek to kill peace 
with violence.” 

Today’ s one-day conference hopes to spark new momentum for peace in the 
region after suicide-bombings in Israel over the past three weeks left 62 people 
dead. Yet problems that have fostered violence seemed likely to haunt the 
meeting. 

The three-hour forum includes leaders from 11 Arab nations and Israel, 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin, President Jacques Chirac of France and British 
Prime Minister John Major, all hastily assembled by the Clinton administration 
to underscore its commitment in the Middle East. 

Clinton said before leaving the White House that “the will of the people for 
peace is clearly greater than the forces of division. ... This summit of the peace- 


makers can be an important step in the process for peace in the Middle East.”

“We now have a 3.2 percent dropout rate.” 

Despite improvement over the past few years, the 
fifth- and eighth- grade scores continue to be lower 
than the national norm. Local elementary and mid- 
dle schools are implementing programs to improve 
the quality of education. 

“We have several programs in place to encourage 
students to read,’ said Don Dowdle, the principal of 
Joaquin Elementary School in Provo. He said he 
doesn’t think the tests tell the full story. 

“There is a great amount of transition,’ Dowdle 
said. “A lot of turnover is a challenge for the school 
and more so for the parents and the young people.” 

Robert Howard, the principal of Farrer Middle 
School in Provo, agreed with Dowdle. 


“I’m a little concerned about basing our expecta- 
tions on national results,’ Howard said. “The dis- 
trict is moving toward some different kinds of 
assessment. 

“We're looking at teaming teachers,” Howard said, 
referring to some of the really interesting changes 
coming up. “The teacher would teach the same 
class history and English, for example.” 

Harrington explained one reason for the higher 
college entrance exam scores over the fifth- and 
eighth-grade scores: “Junior year is the pivotal year 
to get yourself in a nice position for their senior 
year. Eleventh- graders understand what is needed 
to get into college.” 

Dowdle added, “Motivation (in fifth-graders) is 
hard to get a handle on.”

CAMP LEJEUNE, N.C. —- China’s 
complex military maneuvers are 
essentially a dry run for an operation 
to gain control of the air and seas 
around Taiwan, the top U.S. military 
officer said Tuesday. 

Gen. John Shalikashvili also said a 
possibility exists that miscalculation 
by either side could lead to actual 
conflict. 

But Shalikashvili, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, told The 
Associated Press the Chinese opera- 
tion, which began last week with mis- 
sile test-firings, was “most probably 
designed to be just an exercise.” 

Dressed in camouflage battle 
fatigues, Shalikashvili reviewed mili- 
tary exercises by Marines at Camp 
Lejeune on Tuesday as China’s mili- 
tary launched war games off Taiwan’s 
coast, and the island’s government 
threatened to destroy any attackers. 

Shalikashvili said the Chinese are 
demonstrating the versatility of their 
military by combining air, sea and 
amphibious movements. “It’s as com- 
plex or more complex than any they 
had done before,” he said. 

He said they were demonstrating 
how they would “go through the 
stages of gaining air superiority and 
control of the seas.” 

As the Chinese exercises pick up 
steam, the Pentagon is mounting an 
unmistakable show of force by adding

a second aircraft carrier battle group 
to one already deployed off the coast 
of Taiwan. 

“Those are very important signals to 
the Chinese that we hope the situation 
will return back to normal very soon,” 
Shalikaskvili said. 

The Chinese have told U.S. officials 
that the United States has nothing to 
fear from the exercises. 

A State Department spokesman 
begged to differ. 

“You know we're concerned, on one 
level — call it the macro level — 
about the fact that these exercises are 
meant for political purposes, to intim- 
idate Taiwan,” the State Department’s 
Glyn Davies said. 

“You know, I mean, ordnance can 
go astray. There’s shipping in that 
area, very important commercial ship- 
ping. There are 21 million people on 
the island of Taiwan. We’re very con- 
cerned, obviously, that there be no 
accidents.” 

Davies said U.S. officials were try- 
ing to set up a meeting soon between 
Secretary of State Warren Christopher 
and China’s foreign minister, Quian 
Quichen. “We’re working on possible 
dates,” he said. 

At the Pentagon, Navy Capt. 
Michael Doubleday described what 
he called a “carefully orchestrated” 
shifting of Navy ships in order to 
strengthen the U.S. military presence 
near Taiwan.

Nimitz and its accompanying battle 
group will cross the Indian Ocean and 
join the carrier USS Independence 
and its battle group off Taiwan by 
next week. Nimitz has been on patrol 
in the Persian Gulf. 

Its move toward Taiwan will begin 
only after another carrier, the USS 
George Washington, moves from the 
Mediterranean Sea through the Suez 
Canal and into the U.S. Central 
Command’s area of operations, the 
Persian Gulf region. 

“I’m not going to tell you exactly 
what day this is going to occur, but 
this is a carefully orchestrated move 
on the part of a lot of units,” 
Doubleday said. 

Elaborating on Shalikashvili’s state- 
ments, Doubleday said the two carri- 
ers conveyed a message of precaution 
and reassurance. 

“Precaution because we want to 
make sure that there is no miscalcula- 
tion on the part of Beijing as to our 
very firm interests in that region of 
the world,’ Doubleday said. 
“Reassurance because we want our 
friends in the area to know that we 
have a large stake in the stability and 
the peace in that region.” a

This subject really should 
receive more coverage due to an over- 
whelming student body consensus on this 
issue. What was disappointing, however, 
was the lack of reasons and solutions to the 
problems. The student complaints were 
well documented, but the real heart of the 
issue was not addressed. Every renting stu- 
dent knows that per head they are paying 
sufficient money to rent a comparable 
apartment in a large city! When 10 people 
pay a total of $2,000 for a house whose 
payments are a max of $1,000 per month, 
something is wrong. 

The real issue that needs to be addressed is 
why BYU allows landlords to charge by the 
individual and not by the housing unit itself. 
The surrounding BYU area seems to be one 
of the only locations in the nation where the 
per head system is in place. One reason for 
justifying this kind of system has been 
based on the fact that students are a very 
transitory group and it’s easier for them to 
leave should they choose to do so. If this is 
so, how can almost every other college 
town in America renting per unit be 
explained? It is puzzling that BYU does not 
change to a per unit housing system when 
the student body supports such a change. 

Since this topic remains unconfronted, one 
is lead to believe that housing politics are 
not just a problem involving unfeeling land- 
lords.

Every day this week from 11:30 
a.m. to 1:30 p.m., the smell of pop- 
corn will permeate the bookstore. 
Balloons, coupon books and early 
twentieth-century music are also per- 
vading the area. 

“What is all this for?” asked Jim 
Smarting, a visitor to BYU. 

The answer: this year commemo- 
rates the bookstore’s 90th anniversary. 
In 1906, the bookstore began serving 
students at what was then the BY 
Academy. 

A few years later it moved to the 
education building, and in 1953 it 
moved to the Herald R. Clark Student 
Supply Association Building, on 
upper campus. After the Wilkinson 
Center was completed, the bookstore 
moved to its present location. 

“This is a special year for us,” said 
Val Ugolini, creative services manag- 
er for the bookstore. 

“We're going to keep doing promo- 
tions throughout the whole year. ... 
We want to show our customers, the 
students, that we appreciate their busi- 
ness.” 

The bookstore is getting the mes- 
sage out in a number of ways. First, it 
is giving away popcorn every day. 

The bookstore gave out 8 huge bags 


of popcorn on Monday — enough for 
about 1,000 people, Ugolini said. 

The bookstore is also giving away a 
“buck book” worth $30 in coupons. 
Ugolini said the bookstore has given 
away these coupon books three times 
in the past and the students have real- 
ly liked it. 

The bookstore gave away 800 
coupon books Monday. This was 
more than expected, and the book- 
store had to place another order for 
the books. 

“We weren’t prepared for this good 
response,” Ugolini said. 

There are also three tables covered 
with merchandise that costs 90 cents. 
One table has paperback classics, 
including a book of poetry by Robert 
Frost. 

“We chose these books because 
they’re wonderful classic books nor- 
mally priced at only $1 that we want- 
ed to make people aware of,” said 
Linda Brummett, general book man- 
ager. 

The books are usually located by the 
north book information desk. 

The bookstore is also offering video 
rentals for 90 cents. 

It has created an early 1900s atmos- 
phere by playing music from the time 
period and by having employees wear 
white shirts, blue bow ties and garters 
on their arms.

Reid finds fun in 1996 season

It might surprise some people, but 
BYU head coach Roger Reid said he 
is happy with this year’s team. 

No, BYU did not make it to the 
NCAA. No, BYU did not make it to 
the NIT. Yes, those are normally 
things that are essential for a coach to 
be happy. Especially for a coach who 
has established an annual tradition of 
20 wins or more a season — the 
Cougars ended this season at 15-13. 

“As far as our season, as a basketball 
coach, you want to win all your 
games,” Reid said. “Coming into this 
year, and knowing this team, I feel 
that this team played up to their 
potential. It was one of my more fun 
years. We weren’t down (on our- 
selves) until our last game.” 

This season, satisfaction did not 
come from the win-loss column, but 
from his relationship with his players, 
and the overall chemistry of the team.

He was the team’s 
leading scorer this season with 539 
points. 

He also put his name in the BYU 
record book as the seventh-highest 
career scorer in BYU history. He was 
the eighth-highest player in BYU his- 
tory for both attempted career field 
goals and percentage of those field 
goals made. He also finished at num- 
ber three in BYU history for both free 
throws attempted and free throws 
made.

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DENVER — Denver Nuggets guard 
Mahmoud Abdul-Rauf, who has cited 
religious beliefs for his refusal this 
season to stand during the playing of 
the National Anthem, on Tuesday was 
suspended without pay by the NBA. 

NBA deputy commissioner Russ 
Granik said Abdul-Rauf violated a 
league rule that requires players, 
coaches and trainers to “stand and 
line up in a dignified posture” during 
the playing of the American and-or 
Canadian anthems. 

“The NBA’s rule on this point is 
very clear,’ Granik said, “and all our 
rules apply equally to all players.” 

The suspension will continue for as 
long as the player refuses to comply 
with the rule, Granik said. 

Abdul-Rauf, who adopted the 
Islamic faith in 1991, was not at 
McNichols Arena for Tuesday night’s 
game against Orlando and was 
unavailable for comment on his sus- 
pension. 

Following a shootaround earlier in 
the day, however, Abdul-Rauf said he 
doesn’t believe in standing for any 
nationalistic ideology. The Koran, he 
said, states that nothing should come 
between him and Allah. 

“My beliefs are more important than 
anything,” Abdul-Rauf said. “If I have 
to give up basketball, I will.”

The promo 
goes on to say that the company’s fat 
burning capsules “work for everyone” 
and “no will power is needed” to 
“reduce the appearance of cellulite.”

Hamas’ structure

JERUSALEM — They are few in 
number. They make bombs from fer- 
tilizer, nails and dynamite scraped 
from old land mines. They issue 
leaflets with threats written in flowery 
Arabic. 

Yet they have shaken Israel with sui- 
cide attacks that have killed 62 people 
since Feb. 25. 

And they have put the Middle East’s 
peacemakers on the defensive, 
prompting them to call a summit on 
terror today. 

The success of the crude but lethal 
campaign lies, in the structure of the 
Islamic militant group Hamas — a 
loose network of cells without a strict 
hierarchy or central base. 

That structure has allowed the 
group’s leaders to evade an intense 
manhunt by Israeli soldiers and 
Palestinian police. It has also made 
the peacemakers’ jobs a lot tougher — 
they may strike a peace with one 
Hamas unit but face attacks from 
another. 


Gym in Provo, defines real food as 
“white chicken breasts, fish, and beef 
only sparingly, fruits, vegetables, 
grains and limiting your fat intake.”

The USDA also recommends that 
the amount of fats, oils and sweets 
you consume be minimal. 

The Provo-Orem health club direc- 
tors questioned the effectiveness of 
health equipment seen on television 
for two reasons. First, its durability, 
and second, the equipment lacks the 
ability to give someone a varied work- 
out experience. 

Fitness pro Sharon Curtis said that 
when anyone is considering buying a 
piece of health equipment for home 
use they should consult the manufac- 
ture ratings. She said that some of the 
equipment sold can support only peo- 
ple under 210 pounds. 

“The biggest investment you can 
make should be your health,” Frixione 
said. “If you are physically fit, you 
prevent many ailments. Your mental 
health is better, you feel better — it’s 
a natural high. That’s why more and’ 
more people are paying attention to 
their health.” 

“We have so many people who 
come in and are just trying to obey 
doctor’s orders. By the year 2000 it 
won't be a health craze anymore, it’ll 
be a way of life,” Fife said.
